The Captain 
then went aboard the Chanticleer and 
notified the inhabitants, by proclamation, 
that he was about to bombard Mazatlan 
for the insult to the English. Numerous 
notes passed between Commander Bridge, 
Gen. Corona, and the civil authorities, 
the American Consul acting as mediator. 
Ultimately Bridge modified his proclama- 
tion so as to place the port of Mazatlan 
undei blockade, so far as Mexican vessels 
were concerned, but not interfering with 
American or other foreign vessels, until 
be can receive orders from the Admiral 
commanding his station. The action of 
Gen. Corona and the Americ an authorities 
was generally approved by the foreign 
residents. 

Captain Bridge first demanded that the 
ctficer who had searched his subordinate, 
aud seized the money, should be sent 
aboard the Chanticleer, to be dealt with 
as he saw tit Gen. Corona replied, soon- 
er than submit to such outrages, he would 
allow the city to be bombarded, telling 
him in dignified language that if he had 
reclamation to make, he could make it in 
the customary manner of civilized na- 
tions, through the proper channel. 

The United States war steamer Sewnnee 
left Acapulco for Mazatlan to protect 
American interests. 

The United States steamer Resacca ar- 
rived at the port of Lopez, J une 20th. 

San Francisco, July 3. 

Tbe steamer Japan, from New York via 
Panama, arrived this morning. 

Gen. Placido Vega, who recently made 
bis escape from Colima while on parole 
on his way to the City of Mexico under ar 
rest for alleged treasonable practices, ar- 
rived here yesterday. 

It is reported Gen Angel Martinez, the 
leader of the late attempt to revolution- 
ize Cinaloa, and his chief officer. Col. 
Toledo, are in the city. 

Tbe steamer from Mazatlan, which ar- 
rived yesterday, brought up a number of 
former Confederate States officers from 
Mexico, including David S. Terry, ex- 
Judge of the Supreme Court of this State. 

Mazatlan, June 22. 

It is believed that the Legislature of 
Sinaloa, now in session, will repeal the 
restrictions on the exportation of bullion. 

The man-of-war steamer Juarez was 
presented to the Mexican Government by 
the California, Oregon, and Mexican 
Steamship Company, in consideration of 
the present contract of the company from 
the Supreme Government. She has ar- 
rived safely at Mazatlan, but has not yet 
bien accepted by the Mexican authorities. 
It is thought the vessel is not suitable for 
ctast duly. 

Gen. Corona left Mazatlan with 3,000 
men for Durango, where bis forces will be 
increased. Twelve thousand will march 
against tbe insurgents further east. 

Intelligence from Homer, California, 
is discouraging. The Government bus 
absolutely refused to allow the shipment 
ot silver bars from the country unless six 
t er cent duty be added to the charges 
heretofore paid on exportation of bullion. 

Tbe mining companies are determined 
to cease work, thus throwing hundreds 
out of employment, and virtually sus- 
pending ali business in the country. 

Advices from Sonora state that the 
Government troops surprised a village of 
the Yokni Indians, killing several and 
capturing others. Numerous robberies 
and outrages are mentioned, and the 
country is in an unsettled condition. 

Severe shocks of earthquakes were felt 
at Cape St. Lucas June 21st. 

Mexican correspondence gives details 
of a plan of annexation of tbe Northern 
Slates of Mexico to the United States, in 
which the Governments of LngUua, 
France, and the United States concurred. 
All soldiers' claims against Mexico, of 
whatever nationality, are to be satisfied. 
The only hope of payment lies in the 
United States, and the assumption by our 
Government of all just indebtedness of 
Mexico, in consideration of the transfer 
to tbe United States by Mexico of her 
Northern tier of States, is confidently 
expected to be the result of the enforce- 
ment by England of a rigorous blockade 
of Mexican ports.

Tbe new and beautiful hall of the De- 
mocracy is already being prof use 1 v d»o- 
rated within and without, to meet the 
social and patriotic demands of the dav 
and the convention. Tbe great triumphal 
arches of evergreens thrown across Four- 
teenth street, to be inwound with the na- 
tional colors and with great profusion of 
banting, and to have mammoth portraits 
ol three eminent Demorrata, Thornes Jef- 
ferson and Andrew Jackson, already at- 
tract great admiration and attention. 
The whole design is now very near com- 
pletion.

The meeting of tbe Soldiers’ and Sail- 
ors’ Cot veu Uon was largely attended 
lest evening at tbe Moffat House, Union 
Square. Each meeting appears to add 
members to the list, and the oonvention 
at Cc oper’s Institute on tbe Fourth will 
undoubtedly be a large and enthusiastic 
one. The meeting w as called to order by 
tbe chairman, General Me; jade. Major 
Van Kosen, acting, pro (cm., as secretary. 
The Committee on Music reported that 
Meusban’e band had been engaged for 
tbe o nvantion Report adopted. 

A discussion took place as to thejsd via- 
bility of adding to tbe number of dele- 
gatee from New York, but it was argued 
that a large nuoiiwr of the delegates bom 
other Stales would be in attendance, and 
that ar y increase in tbe number of those 
from New York would probably serve 
only to overcrowd the convention. It 
wae resolved in connection therewith that 
the delegatee from the several districts 
have power to fill vacancies in their Dum- 
ber, and that such soldier* and sailors as 
desired to vote should be appointed to 
the vacancies which might arise in tbe 
ecuntry delegations. It wav further re- 
solved that each delegate to the conven- 
tion be required to furnish tbe executive 
committee saualsctory proof, by a dis- 
charge or otherwise, of having awed In 
the United States army or navy, and been 



booerablv discharged therefrom 
General Halpine moved, and it was re- 
solved: That the chairman of each dele- 



ga^r. irquireinto and report upon tbe 
iMBt ese of the members of his delegation 
to vote at tbe oonvention. 

Tbe Committee of Arrangement* were 
instructed to make -uitable provision In 
the arrangement of seats, that the voting 
deiegstee might all sit together, each State 
by it*elf. 

A desultory and conflicting discussion 
took place as to tbe propriety of having 
a parade of tbe members of the Soldiers' 
and Sailors' Convention on tbs morning 
of the Fourth, bnt in view of tbe uncer- 
tainty of tbe arrival of tbe delegations 
from'otber States it was deemed ad visa- 
ble to postpone any parade until the Mon- 
day following, when from six to eight 
thousand are expected to participate in a 
grand prri-easiou. 

An invitation from tbe T went ieth Ward 
Democratic Soldiers' and Sailors’ Club to 
join in a procession for the reception of 
the Kev stone and American Clubs of 
Philadelphia on the 3d of July, and to 
partake of a banquet to be prepared for 
their entertainment was read, and it was 
resolved that the Secretary be instructed 
to acknowledge the receipt of the invita- 
tion, and to stale that the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors' Convention, not being a strictly 
political organization, they could not a* 
sucb participate therein, nul that such of 
the members as could, would individual- 
ly contribute to do honor to tbe said clubs 
on their arrival. Tbs chairman was em- 
powered to appoint committees to meet 
the various delegations as they might ar- 
rive on the morning of tbe Fourth.

TBE CONVENTION. 

Tbe H old has the following editorial 
on the subject of the convention: 

1 - ■ -f- no body of meu ever aasem- 
r s this country on the wisdom of 
• arboet action eo much depended as on 
that of (he National Iiemocratic Conven- 
tion which is about to meet. If we can 
carry the election it makes little differ- 
ence on what platiorm or with what can- 
didates. It is ao notorious that tbs greet- 
er part of what has been doue by the H *- 
publican party ia in flagrant violation of 
the CoBsUtutwo that Iks defeat of that 
party would oartaiaiy bring tbe <>ontry 
tmek to sanity, and probably to sense. 
One of the most important <■ resequences 
of a Democratic victory will be iu effect 
on the Republican party. Attar such a 
rebuke it would despair of recovering its 
lost ascendancy by advocating such 
high-handed measure*. as it has 
carried in the swollen insolence of 
power. At least one-third of those 
who vote for General Grant will desert 
the Republican party imme diat ely 



I nf’er his defeat. We fear that many 
1 lemccra'a underrate the moral effect of 
a D* moeralic triumph. They mike the 
mistake of supposing that nothing will 
ie gained beyond what ie bargained for 
in the platform. There is an instruct! ve 
apologue in the school-books of s boy 
who w*s permitted to take a hind ful of 
nuta from a narrow-mouthed jar. In hie 
gteedinees be filled bis hand so full that 
in drawing it ont be had to relax hia 
grasp and lest them all. It is expedient 
to pitch our demands in so low a key as 
txgive RepuF icans 8 U excuse for desert- 
ing their party. A parly in pew r can 
ea’dydo many things which a party out 
of rower cannot attempt without ruin. 

It is a very old proverb, but a wise one, 
that i’ ie lawful to learn cf cur enemies. 
Tbe Republicans have never gained an 
elect on. firm i860 to the present time, 
which tbe y would not have lost had they 
proclain ed at tbe time all they intended 
to do in caee cf success. They got the 
pc wer te abolish slavery by persistently 
disclaiming an inter lion to do anything 
ot the kind. They carried the last Con- 
gn "stems! elections by merely asking the 
people to indorse what goes by the name 
ol the fcutleenlh constitutional amend- 
ment; and as soon as they had elected 
tbfii Congressmen they immediately uu- 
dertcok to force negro suffrage on all the 
Soutteru States. In their recent Chica- 
go platiorm they acknowledge that tbe 
regulation of the suffrage in the loyal 
Stat< s belongs to the States themselves; 
but if they should carry tbe election they 
will ex'ecd the suffrage to all the negroes 
intheUrtted States by an se” of Con- 
gie-e. Why do we cite these examples? 
Net, by sry means, to jastify the hypoc- 
risy at d tad faith o! tbe Republicans but 
to shew bow much more will be borne 
frem a political party after success than 
is tolerated in the professions of the same 
party wh< n soliciting popular support. 
As a lesson in political tactics it 
ie not witbeut its value, Some of our 
Melons but uncalculating Democratic 
friends seem to think that ibe train ought 
to frtait at a speed of fifty miles an hour, 
when there is barely power enough in 
the engine to set it slowly in motion. The 
same expenditure o' steam which scarce- 
ly suffices to move it at first will give it a 
high-speed when it is under way. Or, to 
speak » about a figure, a reactionary as 
well as a revolutionary movement gams 
strength in its progress. People will 
easily assent to things in Us later stages, 
against which they would have recoiled 
iu the beginning. Those noli' iciena can 
have given but a superficial attention 
either to the history or the philosophy of 
great political changes, w ho think that 
all should be demanded at the outset 
which it may be thought desirable to ob- 
tain in the end. If Milo, of Crotona, had 
begun by attempting to carry thebull, he 
never would have lieconie ao famous; 
but JUy beginning With the call be suc- 

The great duty laid upon (lie Democrat- 
ic patty ia to start a change ot policy by 
currying this Presidential election. In 
rrder to do it, we must induce some cit- 
izens to vote with us who have iormerly 
acted with tbe Republican party.

perience no difficulty is establishing any 
reasonable policy. Even the Republican 
party will look at public questions 
through very different eyes stter a great 
Democratic victory. It behooves us to 
have “gumption” enough to take bold of 
things by the right end.

THE OUTSIDE PRESSURE. 

Aspirants for tbe Presidency have fre- 
quently found the outside pressure to be 
ol essential benefit. Mr. Buchanan dii 
in 1850, when, as is popularly believed, 
the Keystone Club vocilerated him into a 
Domination, and this experiment, it is 
apparent, the friends of Mr. Pendleton 
hope to repeat now. At all events, it is 
certain that tbe culy organized bodies of 
men coming here in the name of any par- 
ticular esedidatee are marching under the 
Petdleion banner. Ofthlsilk la the Pen- 
dlelc n escort, E €0 strong, and the Penile- 
ton liemocrstic Club, equally numerous, 
both from Cincinnati, together with 
smaller Pendleton organizations from 
varioc® parts of Ohio, Indiana, and Ken- 
tuck v These organizations are to ar*l*-e 
on Friday, but Pvuuieton is already 
largely represented in the ci.y by unor- 
ganized adherents, who are verv actively 
and earnestly at work in bis behalf, ft 
would seem from the number of these 
gentlemen that tbe county of “Young 
Greenbacks’ ” residence has been depopu- 
lated for the time, and that the residents 
have flocked thither 01 ma-ite to further 
bis interests If this large number of 
outside adherents be an advantage, it is 
one that Pendleton almost exclusively 
ei joys, for no other candidate has an or- 
gan zed body workiug in his name, and 
none baa a tithe of the active aggressive 
support that La* gathered around him. 

There is indeed a heavy pressure 
| against him; but while it is so, it is not 
1 segregative lor anv one else. It is a quiet 
pressure that works unseen of men, and 
blatants not its purposes in tbe congrega- 
licus of t lie faithful in hotel public rooms, 
but ia rather to be found layiog its pipes 
in private parlors for the benefit of tbe 
select few w ho are supposed to have in- 
fiuence ene ugh to cirry into effect what- 
ever may be there arranged and order- 
ed. Ibis pressure is composed in tact of 
the “rascally bondholders,” who are ac- 
cused cl caring nothing about men or 
principles, except to kill off Pendleton 
snd his greenback theory, which latter 
will be effected, they consider, by the 
sacrifice of the former, for it is the pe- 
culiar grievance of the Pendletonians 
that tbe bondholders are ready to accept 
Hendricks, who, they allege, bolds pre- 
cisely the same views on the finance 
question as their candidate. 

Not to dwell too long upon this topic, 
it may be generally remarked that tbe 
struggle between tbe East and West on 
Pendleton and Loanee has already gro wn 
to be earnest and almost bitter. 



POSSIBLE SHARP PRACTICES. 

Tie Pendletonians are watching their 
opponents very closely and see some- 
thing sinister in their every movement. 
They have heard a rumor that three hun- 
dred tickets of admission to tbe hall have 
been reserved for Tammany Society, a 
large number more for the Manhattan 
Club, end also for an undue proportion 
for ladies, leaving comparatively little 
room on tbe main floor for general comers. 
Bence they infer a purpose to pack the 
convention to tbe detriment of the West, 
aud have expressed in very decided terms 
their purpose to resist any" such arrange- 
ment. It was even asserted by one prom- 
inent Ohio Pendletcan nthat if any game 
of tbe kind waa attempted they would 
pack off the convention to Pike’s Opera 
House, and leave Tammany to its idols. 
Agsin, Mr. August Belmont, in his ca- 
pacity of Chairman of the National Ex- 
ecutive Committee, appointed one Ei 
wai d Cook aa Sergeant-al-Arms during 
tbe preliminary stages of tbe convention. 
How the Pendlstonian chances were to e 
cocked by this action waa not avowed, 
but it gave great umbrage. Tbe Pendle- 
tomans denied the authority of Mr. Bsl- 
mont to appoint anybody without con- 
sultation with the committee, and an- 
nounced their purpose of securing tbe 
appointment of Felix McCioekey, From 
ail this it will be seen that the Pendleton- 
isns are wide awake, and tbe Antis are 
supposed to be very cunning, and en- 
deavoring to inveigle fish into their nets 
with all manner of foul baits.

President Johnson seeiusto be running 
an independent race of his own. His 
1 aD.e will I e mentioned, for he will prob- 
ably be nominated by Gov. Parsons, of 
Alabama, and on tbe first ballot will 
have the vote of that State and of Ten- 
nessee and Louisiana. His adherents al- 
so c airn a number of votes from the

CHASE, 

It has been re] 1 utedly asserted in these 
columns that Mr. Pendleton’s chances tor 
the nomination are exceedingly slim. 
Notwithstanding the noise his friends are 
now tnakirg, this assertion may safely 
lie repeated. Indeed there is ample rea- 
s n now to believe that the ontrollers of 
Mr. Pendleton do not loDg*r anticipate 
succ* as; but their efforts are now dir* cel 
to making a strong show 01 strength with 
the singie purpose of influencing the 
rominaticn, w hich they- undoubtedly can 
do. If so, it requires no political sagaci- 
ty to predict (hat tbe nominee will cer- 
tainly- not be a Western man. But this 
view uf lire matter is not entertained by 
the Chase meu, wbo are far from despon- 
dent. After much consultation it has lieen 
deemed prudent by these gentlemen to 
witbFiold the Chief Justice’s name until 
the strength of all other possible candi- 
dates shall be fully developed and ex- 
hausted. He will then be presented at a 
compromise and pushed wi b earnest- 
ness. But it is extremely difficult to con- 
ceive bow, even on this programme, the 
movement can result in success, bee. use 
of Pendleton’s determination to force the 
tiAriination upon seme F is tern man.

It is in this view ol the case that Han- 
cock’s chances loom up into prominence.

But the superior si- 
gsci y of Mr. Cbase as a politician and 
wire- worker has greatly demoralized the 
more experienced Hancock managers, 
and threatens to block tbeir game even 
si Mild they finally secure the Pendleton 
infiuence. Gen. Stoneman’s solid seventy 
Southern votes for Hancock begins to as- 
sume mythical form. These Southern 
delej stes have undergone doctoring some- 
where on therou’e from tbeir homes to 
New York, aud evidences of their nnre- 
liab'Hiy for Uat<-ock are not wanting. 
Many of tue.^ openly proclaim for 
Chase. So, too, with tne Ms-* England 
delegations, upon which HsncjcITk 
friends have all along so confidently 
counted. They are not all faithful to the 
pledges they are said to hav e made, while 
Chase Is fiequently mentioned by tnem 
as a favorite. At least half of the New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts delega- 
tions have openly proclaimed for Chase, 
while respectable numbers in the delega- 
tions torn the ot er Eastern States man* 
iftst lire same unaccountable disposition 
to go back on their first love. All this 
1 as teen brought about by influences to 
which your g po'iticians are strangers. 
(Usee is an old campaigner, and has 
timing his confidential friends and ad- 
visers none but old and experienced 
stagers who know what they are about. 
And it is safe to say that just now they 
are not idle, nor wasting their strength 
and skill. 

FURTHER SPECULATIONS. 

It is yet too early, and the contest has 
too many angular and conflicting inter- 
ests to nimit of any confident prediction 
as to tbe result, Here, however, are pret- 
ty much the antagonisms that exist 
among the prominent candidates: 

Pendleton against Chase, Hendricks, 
and Seymour. 

Chase against Hancock and Pendleton. 

Hancock against Cbase, Seymour, and 
llerdricks. 

Henflrirks against Pendleton, Seymour, 
and Hancock. 

A little further observation discloses the 
following communities of interest as like- 
ly to be ultimately consolidated: 

Pendleton and Hancock, on Hancock. 

Seymour, Hendricks, aud Chase, on 
Chase. 

If, therefore, tLe friends of Gen. Han- 
cock will manifest wisdom and ssgaeity 
ei ough to keep his name out of the con- 
vention at the outset tbe contest will nar- 
row down to a tussle between him and 
Chase. In the event that such a strug- 
gle wculd develops nearly equal division 
of strength, the numerous gentlemen 
w I 10 are waiting to be compromise candi- 
dates will have a chance. Among these 
Andrew Jolineon looms up most conspic- 
uously as having created the issues upon 
which tbe campaign is to be fought, and 
as having withstood the most violent as- 
saults of radicalism, thus commending 
him to the sympathy of the conservative 
masses. Gov. F.nglHb’a friends will pre- 
sent him as comj aratively unknown, bnt 
havings satisfactory war record, and be- 
ing able to come down with a respectable 
amount of material aid and comfort for 
the campaign, Charles O’Canor will be 
mentioned as jiossessing the requisite 
ability, great popularity where kDown, 
unquestioned loyalty, and the solid Fe- 
nian vote. Sa 11 /ord E Church, Franklin 
Pierce, Magoffin, ol Kentucky, Frank 
Blair, -Gov. Packer, of Penuaylvani*, and 
ether worthies, are ready to play the Polk 
dodge, when tbe time comes, and are ear- 
nestly praying for that particular time.

but what they expect to gain it is diffi- 
cult to comprehend. A third ticket 
means simply Pendleton und English — 
the extremes of party and sectional 
prejudice. 

The war against Hendricks is only 
■ quailed in bitterness by that against 
Seymour. The former manipulate! In- 
diana against Pendleton, and the latter 
d!*l hia best in his r.e?nt speech to array- 
vast influences against him. The result 
ie that the sanguine and devoted ad- 
herents ol Pendleton will content Sey- 
mour’s right even to the Presidency of 
the conveition, and that he already 
dreads that was clearly shown yesterd ey 
by a proposition that Seymour should 
le temji -rarv chairman only, it nit be- 
ing considered courteous for a N®w York- 
er to preside over a convention sitting in 
Tammany Hall. On the while, there- 
ft re, it looks just now as if these two 
great forces have virtually annihilated 
*mb other. Seymour has undoubtedly 
killed Pendleton, and it will rot be sur- 
prising if that victim’s final kick shall 
unseat hia slayer. 

To demolish two such men as Seymour 
end Hendricks requires considerable 
Strength, and it may be, that after tinish- 
irg the “gentleman from New York,” 
Pendleton may be compelled to subside, 
and ltt some one else have a say. This, 
at all events, is the belief and calculation 
of the friends of Mr. Hendricks. I n their 
turn they are endeavoring to rope in the 
supporters of the little aspirants, promis- 
ing to one the second place on the ticket, 
and to others such prominence in the ad- 
ministration as will cimjjenstte them for 
tLeir j>r«sent help. Human nature is 
wet k, und ruortnla are vain. This is jiar- 
ticularly true of political human nature 
and Presidential aspirants. It is really 
astonishing to listen to the friends of Gov. 
English, for instance, as thty demonstrate 
that excellent gentleman’.* strength. 
They are confident that with him they 
could sweej’ the country, and when it is 
ptopored to coalesce with them, giving 
their man 'he second place on the ticket, 
in return for some ol his strength, they 
peebpooh the Idea, and turn the sub- 
ject. 

One thing is self-evident— after a couple 
ol “i!s.” 1! Mr. Chase should be Domi- 
nated, and if he should be elected, clear- 
ly theie would be a vacancy on the .Su- 
preme Bench, which either Nelson or 
Field would like to fill. It is doubtful if 
the iriends of Judge Nelson ever get over 
the idea that be is the proper man for a 
nomination at all times. They advancs 
bis age, bis experience, bis talents, his 
honesty, and his entire fitness, and do so 
with entire good faith. Of course the 
Judge has many friends and some votes. 
It he gives them to Chase, and is of real 
help to him, it would not be unnatural 
in Chase to remember it, and give the old 
gentleman the chief Jilace in tbe legal 
synagogue. In reference to this end a 
kindred matter, there are some striking 
developments making, and in the course 
of twenty-four hours there will quite 
likely ke something more definite Co re- 
cord.

The up-town hotels presented a very 
aDimstcd appearance until a lale hour 
la6t night, and rumor and speculation 
ran not. At the Fifth Avenue the Pen- 
dleton element held undisputed sway;

readiness of this preponderant element to 
talk of a second choice. This choice list 
evening, j’articularly among the better 
informed, seemed to center on Reverdy 
Johnson; snd judging from the outcrop- 
pings of this advance-guard of tbe great 
Pendleton escort, should it ultimately ap- 
jear impossible to nominate Mr. Peadle- 
t< n, Mr. Johnson will receive his strength. 
The entire Pacific coast delegation, con- 
tiary to general e.Yj>ectation, wheels into 
the Pendleton line, though California and 
Nevada are anxious to compliment both 
Judge Field and Governor Haight, the 
del* gates being about equally divided in 
their preferences between these two. 

A rumor prevailed jiretty generally 
among people fresh from Washington 
thst (’resident Johnson designs playing 
out a strong card on tbe eve of tbe assem- 
bling ol the convention, doubtless as a 
bid lor the nomination, in the shape ot 
the long tslkcd-of Amnesty proclama- 
tion. His friends last night asserted 
strenuously that such a document would 
npjear within three days, including in 
its provisions Jtff Davis, Breckinridge, 
Slidell, and everybody else nearly or re- 
motely identified with the rebellion. This 
announcement created w’onderful entbu- 
s'asro, particularly among the Southern 
delegates, who loudly jiroclaimed their 
deteiniination, should the report prove 
tiue, to insist on the nomination cf An- 
die w Johnson, and be content with no- 
body else. 

The Manhattan Clnb House was pretty 
largely thronged throughout the evening 
wilh the more representative men of the 
Democracy, conspicuous among whom 
were Senator Doolittle, whose headquar- 
ters a-e til tbe He ffman House, aDd Clem- 
ent L. Vallaudigbam, of Ohio, who is 
stopping at the New York Ii >tej. Val- 
latdighsui avows that bis detertninat'on 
is lor peace; but he is bound not to be 
counted out of the councils ol the par y. 

A mistake occurred iu the announce- 
ment in the morniug papers of yesterday, 
of tte meeting of the Soldiers' Executive 
Ur n mittee at tbe Moffat Mansion, ap- 
pointed ior last night, but made to read 
as intended torto-night. in consequence of 
this mistake the meeting was adjourned 
until to-night, when it will be held. 

An invitation has been received by the 
officers of the soldiers’ and sailor.*’ or- 
ganization to join the Empire Club in the 
i eception to be given on Friday evening 
to tl e Keystone and Americus Clubs of 
Philadelphia, which is designed to be a 
grand affair. This invitation will be con- 
sidered at the meeting to-night. 

VII. 

8F.YM0UR. 

Under the head of “ Political Ingrati- 
tude— Horatio .Seymour,” the San has the 
following: 

Political parties ere inexorable. In se- 
kctiDg a Presidential candidate they have 
little regard for past services, and only 
usk, flow will herun? Eminent leaders, 
like Clay, Webster, Douglas, and Seward, 
Lave keen sacrificed to this policy. I s 
lsttst victim is Iloratio Seymour, For 
many years he has been one of the ablest 
expounders of the jrrinciples of tbe Dem- 
ocratic party. He has not been grasping 
in his pursuit of office, but jirone to yield 
bis claims; for, though he might hive 
received the nomination at every election 
since 1850, when he first run, he has been 
only five times a candidate for Governor 
ol this state, and has lour times graceful- 
ly retired and supported other candidates 
with generous enthusiasm. No higher 
proof of bis popularity aud strength can 
be given than that he was always ahead 
ot hia associates on the ticket, and is tbe 
only Democrat who has been elected Gov- 
erncr of New Ycrk for the last twenty- 
feur years. 

He has always been disinclined to per- 
mit his name to be pressed as a candidate 
for the Presidencv. Though urged in in- 
fluential quarters to compete for the nom- 
ination in ls5(>, lie refused. If the New 
Ycrk delegation to the Charleston Con- 
vention in 1800 had, at the opportune mo- 
ment, presented him as a compromise 
candidate, the fatal split between Dong- 
les and Breckinridge might have been 
avoided. At Chicago, in 1SG4, he was im- 
perii: md to take the nomination, but 
peremjitorlly declined; and even then bis 
relusal would have been unavailing had 
he not been present to enforce it iu per- 
son. 

It is hardly to be credited that Governor 
Seymour, the most distinguished mem- 
ber of tbe Democratic party, has not de- 
sired to be its Piesidential candidate in 
the pending contest. With ample reasons 
lor insisting that the Democracy ought 
to have hailed him us their nominee 
with one sccord, it cannot be doubted 
that he has been deep’y incensed to see 
rivals start up in hia path to crowd him 
from the course, and it is natural that he 
should have resolved to do his best to 
drive them from the field. He does not 
admit the validity of the objections urged 
against him on account of his record 
during the war and his present opinions 
on finance. If tbe Democratic p*rty 
means to repel the entire colored vote, 
ai d rely ior support in tbe South solely 
upon the ex-rehels, be may well say that 
it wiil not do to force ujxm them a more 
pronounced war candidate than himself. 
As to the finances, while he anathema- 
tiz*a in round terms tbe measures which 
{riled up our immense debt, he feels sure 
lint he ridects the sentiment of a large 
majority by opposing whatever looks to- 
ward repudiating it. 

In tine, it the Democracy intend to ig- 
nore a progressive jiolicy and rally under 
(heir old banner, do statesman will more 
taithlully or ably represent the average 
ojiinion of the party on the leading ques- 
tions now in issue than Gov. Seymour. 
But iu spite of this obvious truth, we 
Bhall be surjirised if, at the close of tbe 
»j. preaching Con vention, we do not see 
Lis name added to the list el distinguish- 
ed ( ublic men whom mediocrity and 
availability, always eager to mortify and 
bumble lolly ambition, have sacrificed 
on the altar of political ingratitude.

Judge Hendricks was elected United 
States Senator in 1863, the Democratic 
jiaity having gained a temporary ascend- 
ancy at the election of 1862. Party feeling 
against the prosecution of the war was 
very high, and Mr. Hendricks fully rej>- 
r* rented the copperhead element. Inthe 
“greenback iesue” he is fully up with Mr. 
Pendleton, having introduced resolutions 
into the Senate in favor of paying the 
bonds of an additional issue of paper cur- 
re ncy. 

Mr. Hendricks is prof ably the ablest 
public man now favored wt'.h conspicu- 
ous prominence in the Democratic party. 
He has not his equal on that side iu eithir 
House of Congress, and lar surpasses in 
intellect and statesmanlike capacity 
Messrs. Seymour, Pendleton, Blair, Eng- 
lish, and others mentioned iu connection 
with the Democratic nomination. Equal- 
ly with Mr. Pendleton he would repre- 
sent the copperhead and semi-repudiation 
principle, and it is supposed that he 
would be able to contest tbe States of 
Indiana, Illinois, and Missouri with Mr. 
Colfax. If there was any reasonable 
prcspect of success iu these States, this 
action of the convention would be saga- 
cious; but it so happens that thejiriacipal 
cl nncea o! that party for carrying States 
lbs almost exclusively on the Atlantic 
."{aboard, and in the State of Kentucky. 
But there is little “nonsense” about the 
man ; be is, we admit, cunning and far- 
s* eing, and would be an effective cham- 
p on ot the t ad principles which will be 
put forth for him to represent. 

IX. 

THE PETTICOATS IN TIIE FIELD. 

In Susan B. Anthony’s Womans 
Rights paper, the In volution, ot Wednes- 
day, appears the following platform pro- 
posed l>y the “ Central Committee of tbe 
Woman’s Suffrage Association of Ameri- 
ca,” for adoption by the convention: 

Having devoted ourselves to the study 
cf platforms for some weeks, we have 
come to the conclusion that man baa 
made as signal a failure in this direct ion as 
he ever has in the ait of government. Aud 
as w’e are idrnlifitd, it seems, inthe jutb- 
lic mind, with Tammany Hail Democrats, 
we (eel seme responsibility for tbe success 
of tbe coming convention . Knowing that 
in the nature of things man can have but 
half an idea, we fear our Democratic 
brethren will rep>eat the blunder of Chi- 
cago. To save the nation from such a 
calamity, tbe Women’s Suffrage Associa- 
tion of'America present the following 
platform: 

SUFFRAGE. 

While legislation has hitherto aimed 
to secure all meu the enjoyment of the 
inalienable right of suffrage, and as sex 
is the most odious and unnatural of all 
foitns ol aristocracy and most dangerous 
to the State, we demand the recogni- 
tion of women in the reconstruction, that 
wealth, virtue, and education may out- 
weigh the intomiDg tide of paujierism, 
ignorance, and crime that threatens our 
very existence as a nation. 

STATE RIGHTS. 

As this Government was formed by a 
compact between tbe several States, snd 
the tendency of power, whether in the 
individual or the Government, ia to self- 
aggrandizement and usurpation, in case 
of airy difficulty arising between the Slate 
and Federal governments as the extent, 
atuse, or usurpation of power— while it 
is tbe right and the duty of the Federal 
power to Interfere for the protection ot 
the liberties of all citizens nnder its II tg 
—yet tbe proper judge in the last resort, 
would be a convention of all the States 
called to decide on tbe question at issue. 

RECONSTRUCTION. 

Universal Amnesty and Universal Suf- 
frage, as measures of justice and peace, 
are better snd cheaper than a standing 
army and Ertedmen’s Bureau at a cost 
cl‘ f250,C('0,t(>0 a year. The people have 
grown w ise enough to trace the circle ol 
misery through the tangled meshes of tbe 
world— the cunning legislation by which 
tbe few rob tie many, and by means ol 
iails, prisons, and standing armies hold 
them at bay and jirevent them from 
avenging their wrongs. 

THE WARDS OF THE NATION. 

“As the ballot is tbe C'olumbiad of our 
rolilital power, snd every citizen who 
has it is a full-aimed monitor,” we de- 
mand this sure protection for all— men and 
women including, of course, the moth- 
ers, wives, and daughters of the brave 
n.en who fell in our last revolution. A 
place in ail the profitab.e and honorable 
employments, a fair day’s wages fora 
lair day’s work, are better than charity; 
for virtue and dignity can only be main- 
tained by sell-dependence and self sup- 
port, “Gives man a right over my sub- 
sistence,” favs Alexander Hamilton, 
"and he has a right over my whole moral 
being.” 

BREAD AND THE BALLOT. 

As labor is ever degraded by disfran 
cLiscment, and as capital uses the cheap 
labor of woman to depress man’s wages 
| and extend the hours ot his toil iu all 
those trades where she works by his side, 
it is clearly the interest of laboring men 
1 to extend the right of suffrage to the wo- 
men of tbe nation, who are now fa®t com- 
ing to compete with them ia the world of 
woik. 

INTERNATIONAL RIGHTS. 

It is the duty of the Government to pro- 
tect ila citizena — native-born or natural- 
ized— in foreign land*, and to demand the 
immediate release of those now confined 
in British jails for no crime committed 
on its soil. 

rt’BUC LANDS. 

No more ot the public lands should be 
granted to any corporation on any pre- 
text whatever; and all lands not disposed 
ot fhould be withdrawn from the market 
and acid only in small quantities to act- 
. ual settlers. All soldiers and sa 1 ors 
should be entitled to a quarter section of 
laud, and all disabled in tbe recent war 
Le supported at the public expeu.se, 
POLITICAL ECONOMY. 

I We want economy in the appropria- 
I lions by Congress, and taxes laid for rev- 
enue purposes, to meet the necessary and 
ptop-er expenses of the Gove ramenl. aud 
not to enrich a favored few by clasi or 
sectional legislation. 

We need a new American syatem of 
I finance and political economy, which 
1 will relieve Ainerltan interests from the 
financial control ol Europe, and ^protect 
labor from the tyranny of capital. A 
system that compels five sixths of the 
human family to ceaseleas toil for a mere 
| band to-mouth subsisted’ J is clearly 
j false and oppressive. 

SPECIE PAYMENTS, 

j Aii immediate return to sjiecie pay- 
i men's would so derange trade aDd com- 
merce and paralyze tbe whoie industry 
1 of the country as to make tbe payment 
of the national debt impossible, and 
compel ab olute repudiation. While the 
Wen baa not money enough for its bad- 
ness wsnts, and the South no money at 
all, the national debt, created by indi- 
\ lien, can never be paid by eontraction. 

FINANCE. 

1. Government to pay off the 5-20 bonds 
in legal tender notes, and these to be 
funded at the option of the holder into J 
per cent convertible bonds, subject to no 
I taxes. 

2 Green backs shall be the lawful money 
or currency'. The|:j00,000,000 of National 
Bank notes and $50,000,000 5 per cant cer- 
tificates to be withdrawn and replaced by 
f 50.000.c00 of greenbacks, thus saving 
about (25,500,000 per annum. 

3. Government to issue currency bond* 
bearing :i per cent annual interest in ex- 
change for greenbacks, again reconverti- 
ble into greenbacks at par on demand, 
and free from taxation.

THE PReLSPECT. 

From the Chicago Time-,. 

There are bulls and bears in politic* as 
there are in stock markets. Just now a 
few newspapers, professing to be inde- 
pendent, are very busy in advising th* 
Democratic National Convention to nomi- 
nate Chief Justice Chase for the Presi- 
dency. They say the Demo rats can elect 
him, and they cannot elect any other man. 
The pcsitivenesa with which such slate*- 
ments are made is very well calculated to 
brget dletrust of the ability of the De- 
mocracy to carry the Presidential elec- 
tion. 

Cbase was not a candidate at the last 
election in New York, or Ohio, or Calif >r- 
nia, or Connecticut, or Oregon, or Michi- 
gan. Grant was a candidate in Connecti- 
cut aud Oregon. The Democrats carried 
Oregon by boldly snd unequivocally pro- 
nouncing Pendlet'n and his financial 
pe licy. Grant anti Pendleton ran in the 
Oregon election, and, although the State 
whs Republican in the election before, 
Grant was beaten. What deos this fact 
indicate but that the jieople have det- r- 
mitetl ta overthtew the Jacouin party' 



TI ey have bad enough, anl more than 
eotngh, of its misrule, and lawie**ness 
and corruption. They do not a.*k for any 
one man with whom to oppose Grant and 
the party iu power. They only demand 
that a stateenian and an honest man be 
cheaeti as tbe Democratic candidate. 

If Chief Juati. e Chase would accept a 
nomination on a Democratic platform, 
will he not support whoever may bj 
nominated aud placed on the same plat- 
form? Is he not LoudJ to thia iu aii 
honor ami consistency? Is it compli- 
mentary to him to suppose that his jiolit- 
ical convictions are controlled by person- 
al ambition, and that he will act with 
that party if it will minister to tli et am 
l’ttion, and not otnerwiM ? Whether 
Pendleton, or English, or Hendricks, or 
Hancock, or sny other honest and able 
trail be nominated on a platform less ob- 
jectionable to Judge Chase than tbe 
Jacobin one, he will support the Dt*tn> 
cratic candidate. He will exert all hi* 
i nil ueuce in favor ot that candidate. 
Those who would vote for him will be 
very likely to follow his direction, an J 
vete as he will vote. 

There is g<>od reason to believe that ev- 
ery Judge of the Supreme Court will vote i 
tLe Democratic ticket. That court i* 
alarmed by the j>rcfiig8teand revolution- j 
ary ct urse of ilie party in power, and has I 
rebuked it in repeated decisions. Chief 
JuMiceChase eaya the ruling party haa 
left Lim. TLe settlement of the question 
cf slavery naturally returns him to the l 
party with w hich he first entered upon 
political life, and from which he separat- 
ed on accemnt ot this single question and 
iseuesgrtiwing ’.i.etefn n . 

Is the party which governed this coun- 
try .'or nearly hall a hundred years, and 
brought it to a streLgth and greatness ca- 
pable ol Lesiirg ihecLiivulslonaDd strain 
cf the great rebellion, to confess that it 
must U.e k outside of its own ranks for a 
candidate for President? It is a great 
and magnanimous party, aud gladly wel- 
comes such pure and able statesmen and 
jurists as Chief Justice Cbase and Judge 
Davie, aud other judge* of the highest 
court in the nation, who bave hitherto 
opposed it, to membership in its rank*. 
It dees not believe that those gentlemen 
came within its lines from motives of 
personal ambition, but aa patriots recog- 
D ziug tbs fact that Jacobin policies and 
ruie endanger the life of the government, 
and are spreading debaucbuient and rot- 
tenness throughout all its admioistra- 
ticu It is this which brings Chief Jus- 
tice Chase and his uesozlates on the su- 
preme bench to the Democratic party; 
and it is this which will lead them to 
liteke every exertion consistent with their 
jicsiticn as judges, to secure the euccees 
ot the Democratic ticket. 

Without tbe nomi nation of J udge Chase 
we secuie his inti ueuce: aud the croak- 
ing in the newspapers to which we have 
reierred about the weakness of the Dem- 
eg-racy and the strength of Judge Chase, 
is intended to help the Jacobin party. It 
Is not disputed Ibat he is a man who 
wields vast influence. Hia ability aud 
the purity and elevation bis character 
have secure! for him many admirers 
among the best men of both parties. 
These of them who nave hitherto acted 
with the Re|>ublii-ans will be led by tbe 
same considerations wn eh influenced 
him to unite with Democrats to over- 
throw the jiarty in power. 

Tte Democrats will elect their candi- 
date. Their superior statesmanshiji and 
litLt-sa to govern havebeen demonstrated 
by Jacobin incompetcncy and wicked- 
di ss. Tbe people understand this. The 
elections in the States named prove that 
they understand it. Iu those elections tbe 
gcueial question of the polity of the con- 
tiDnance of Jacobin rule was up, and the 
people said the party must go down.

His record a* an 
uumitigated demagogue with a sm ill 
an oint of brains is one of the plainest 
m d most nitorie.ua ones that have ever 
been made in this country. 
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“MACK” TO THE “SITijrXBBS.” 

New York, July 2, isos. 

The unfitnees of New York as a place 
for holding a National Convention 1* 
pretty well demonstrated already. Dole- 
gates and others who have come hare in 
tbe interest of the convention are sc*t- 
tered at such great internals over such a 
vast extent of territory that _reat diffi- 
culty ia experienced in securing meeting* 
ot consultation. Men spend the whole 
day in traversing the city in pursuit of 
one another, and at n'ght are so far from 
the objects oi their search as they were in 
tLe morning. It seems almost impossi- 
ble, owing to this fact, to secure perfect 
concert ot action. 

The result is especially unfavorable to 
Western men, many ot whom are un- 
seqnainted with thecity and its magnifi- 
cent distances. Complaint on this scire 
has already been made by tbe frien I* of 
Mr. Pendleton, aud its effect ms v be felt in 
tte Convention. 1 have met several dele- 
gates who have spent two days iu fruitless 
search for tbeir colleagues, and who, on 
Saturday, will be utterly at a los* to 
know what to do or what has been doing. 

There was a rumor this morning of a 
defection smeng a few members of tha 
Illinois delegation, but I can trace it tone 
reliable source, nor ascertain anything 
more about it than that two or three Illi- 
nois delegates have been heard to express 
tie opinion lliat Pendleton wonid not be 
tLe Lest ncmination to make. The lead- 
ing men of this delegation are warmly 
and earneatly for Pendleton, and wifi 
adhere to him while there is a hope of Lis 
sueceea. 

Ttelcdisra delegation have resolved 
to vote fer Pendleton as long ss the Ohio 
delegation stand by him. Some assert 
that this is done with an understanding 
that the Ohio men shall support Hen- 
dricks if it ehall become apjiarent that 
Pendleton cannot be nominated; but the 
Ohio men positively deny any such agree- 
ment, and say tint they bave not yeto m- 
sidered the possibility "of Pendleton's de- 
feat. 

Tbe Pennsylvania delegation have 
taken no definite action yet. They 
meet to morrow for ccneultatiou. It is 
uederstoed that on the first bailot a ma- 
jority will be for Packer, but with >ut any 
bope of nomination or anything else than 
an intended compliment. Hancock is 
cotstrcng with them, and will not re- 
ceive any votee. Pendleton’s friends will 
be much disappointed if they do not re- 
ceive considerable help from Pennsylva- 
nia, but they have nothing definite to 
rely upon as yet. Several of the leading 
Dense crafs cf Pennsylvania are here 
working zealously for Pendleton. 

I called upon Yallandigham this morn- 
ir g and found him in quiet quarters in 
Clinton Place. He said he wonid adhere 
to the position some time since laid down 
in his paper, tbe Dayton Ledger; that is, 
that he should take no active part for or 
stains! Pendleton or any other candidate 
be lore the convention, but should support 
the nominee when presented. He gave it 
as bis opinion that the two-thirds rule 
would be adopted without much opposi- 
tion. When I a-ked him who bethought 
would be the nominee he replied that he 
did cot know, but that Pendleton seemei 
to bave more strength than anybody else, 
ard that fce [Pendleton] had strength 
enough in the city to nominate him if it 
were properly brought together and har- 
mon'zcd. 

There is less talk lo-day of Johnson's 
claims than tier*- has been heretofore. 
His Iriends, however, exjrec! big things as 
the result of tbe amnesty proclamation 
to be issued on Saturday. 

Cbase meets with opposition instead of 
faver frem the South. His friend* ex- 
i’ccteel strong tupport from the Southern 
delegates, but find the contrary ia the 
feet. Governor Parsons, of Alabama, is 
werkir g against him, and says the people 
of tte South can better supj ort any other 
man. He told me this morning that the 
first choice of Alabama is Pendleton, but 
still they are willing to take any other 
man except Chase, whom they can never 
forget c r forgive, as the special champion 
ol negro suffrage. 

There is some talk here to-day about 
wfcat was telegraphed yesterday to the 
Jie/mrt r aa an extract from a recent let- 
ter of Chase. Ita authenticity is denied 
by some. All I know about it is that I 
got il frem a friend cf tbe Chief Justice, 
and that tbe sentiment it expresses is 
echoed by all bia friends here. It ia in 
substance that Chase does not wish hi* 
name presented unless he ia certain of 
sta cess, and that he pledges his support 
to the tominee, wheever ha may be. 

Gerritt Smith is out wirii a letter pledg- 
ing himself to support Chase if nomi- 
nated; this, however, does not inthe least 
imptove the prospects of the Chief Jus- 
til's. 

General Rosecran* is mentioned to-<lay 
as a plot alls candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent. Mr. English, ol Connecticut, and 
Mr. Blair, ol Missouri, are also urged. 

An attempt was made last night to ini- 
tiate a movement to secure the nouiina- 
llcn ot llano-: ck or Chase by tho Soldiers' 
ar.ei Sailors’ Convention. It was uot suc- 
ceseiul, and the indica’ious now are thst 
the Soldiers and Sailers will abstain 
Irene the mention ct any personal p-*.** r- 
ecee. They are urged to this course by 
the wisest aud Lest of tbeir number.

BFCOND DISPATCH. 

The New York delegation held an liu- 
jiortsnt meeting to-day. Seymour made 
a fjieee-b, in which he said, under no cir- 
cumstances would he allow his name to 
be used as a candidate Defore the conven- 
tion. He said this in sucb positive and 
unequivocal ternta as to leave no doubt 
that he meant it. He advised the dele- 
gates to vote for Chase, as its first choice. 

John Mcrrissev immediately jumped 
up and said that he, for one, would cp- 
r* se any proposition to go (inside of the 
Democratic party for a candidate. He 
concluded by saying that even if nobody 
else in ti e deievation should join him he 
would v; te fer Mr Tv>nrt'*r :i.

CRIOnr asp CHARACTER 
About twenty-eight years ago the pro- 
o ac for brewiug lager beer war mads 
known to patties in this country. It was 
first made in Bavaria, where tbe secret 
was imparted to only a few, who com- 
bined into large firms and, for 
mutual profit and protection, united into 
a powerful lager- 1 eer “ring,” and left (lie 
world in ignorance in reterence to tbe 
secrets ot its concoction. They had a 
good thing in tbe monopoly, and kept it 
until tbe avaricious craving* of tbeir 
b< ar*s were snr’eited, then, and not till 
then, was tbe mysterious art of boiling 
heps and barley revealed to the world. 
Beer, as almost everybody knows, i* an 
amber colored fluid, with a flavor pecu- 
liar to itself, which pleases some and is 
tepulsive to others. A “goose-quill 
abover” thought be bad a parallel for tbe 
flavor, when, in a recent article, he 
likened it to aoap-suds in which a 
p'ckle had been soaked. Inas- 
much as we decline to taste his “vil- 
lainous compound," we are uot prepared 
to deny or confirm his statement. 

THE BEVERAGE 13* LOflrVII.LE 
When it first tirade its appearance in 
tbis city it did not meet with a 
hearty welcome, and eight or ten 
years elapsed before it was a standard 
commodity ; Iwt alter it attained that dis- 
tiic ion it liegan to grow rapidly in favor, 
not only among tbe Germans, but n dives 
alec, and is now a very important item of 
cvmmerc* and productive manufacture. 
Statistics show that since the use of beer 
has become so general, tbe demand for 
whisky, brandy, gin, and all other strong 
liquors has gradually diminished. It 
may appear like fighting the devil with 
fire, and a little paradoxical, bat it has 
done more to suppress disgraceful dissi- 
pation than all the temperance orders in 
the country. It ia, therefore, a great tem- 
perate* missionary. If every man and 
v oman that is arreeted and put in our jail 
and station-houses tor being drunk and 
disorderly were questioned as to the kind 
rt liquor they bad been using, it would 
be developed that not ten out of fifty 
could charge tbeir troubles to beer. 

HOW IT IS BREWED. 

The name, “lager beer,” being reduced 
to plain Ecglieh, signifies leer in - ( >re 
It can be made from any grain from 
which other malt liquors are brewed 
The process is similar to the brewing of 
aleacd porter, but, being a l’gbter prod- 
uct, it ia not as expensive as either of the 
others. There are some other essential 
points of difference, and making lager 1 
beer is a business separate and dis'.incl in 
itself. 

ESTABLISHMENTS IN THE CITY. 

We have in Louisville about twelve 
breweries, and there are about three 
thousand placet where it is kept for sale. 
There are employed in brewing, e’erk- 
ing, carting, selling, and serving beer not 
lees than five tbcusand persona. The 
amount of capital invested ia difficult to

It U a cool and nicj re- 
treat from the beat and dust of tbe city, 
and, by proper management, could be 
made the most popular. They sell here 
about ten kegs a week, Sunday and all 
together. 

SALOONS. 

Tbe Empire Saloon, kept by OUo 
Brohm, on Fourth street, between Main 
and Marks*, disposes of about fifty kegs 
a week. 

Philip B:e< kheimer, west aide of Third 
atreet, between Market and Jefferson, 
“jerks” about aixty-five kegs a week. 

Chris. Haupt, of the Headqu trters Sa- 
loon, on Green street, between Third and 
Fourth, sells, on an average, about tliir- 
ty kegs a week. 

The Eldorado, northwest corner of 
Jeflerton and third streets, sell, on an av- 
erage, about forty kens a week.

W. Blount was her first commander. On 
ber first trip she exploded below this city. 
She acquired considerable renown in tbe 
Missouri as being an immense carrier on 
little water. 

From all sources we notice complaints 
of low water and difficult navigation. 
Tbe St. Paul Press of the 1st says: 

The Minnesota, and indeed all tbe trib- 
utary streams ot the Mississippi, are fall- 
ii g rapidly, so that navigation will be 
prceecuted at great disadvantage. Tue 
leavy showers of rain that fell here and 
at other pointa during Sunday night were 
not of sufficient magnitude to even thor- 
oughly saturate the ground, and ot 
course did not affect the river in the least. 

Present indications lead to the belief 
that we are to have a season of low water, 
and, unless there are heavy rains imme- 
diately, it will be upon us very soon.
